It is a part of 
the frontier and 
the present. It is 
a thread in the 
rich, strong fab- 
ric of America 
which is a coun- 
try holding out 
its arms to all 
those who want 
freedom and vp- 

portunity. Men and women still 
come seeking those gifts. The 
story is of one family which did 
and of its rich contribution to 
that country. 


The story sentimentally is cen- 
tered this week in a small, quiet 
city in rural south Georgia called 
Talbotton. 


But it begins a long time be- 
fore in Bavaria. In 1848 the cor- 
rupt rule of Louis I brought on 
revolution and anarchy. Many 
persons left, despairing of peace. 


L. Straus 


One who left was Lazarus 
Straus. In 1851 he arrived in 
Philadelphia. This was the great 
port to which, for years, the many 
peoples who were to make up 
America came from the nations 
of Europe. Scots, Germans, Welsh, 
English, French, Jews .. . 
moved out from Philadelphia, 
traveling by rivers and on foot. 
The more venturesome pressed on 
through the passes in the Appa- 
lachians to lands beyond. Among 
these was Lazarus Straus. He 
had been a merchant in Bavaria. 
In Philadelphia he had bought a 
supply of crockery. He journeyed 


simple, reverent beauty. 
were also two institutes 


Straus opened a small store. 
He took a frame cabin-like house. 
He sent for his wife and four 
boys. They arrived in the autumn 
of 1854. The eldest son was Isa- 
dor. He went to Collingsworth 
Institute to prepare for entry at 
West Point. The War Between 
the States prevented. He worked 
in the store. In late 1863 John E. 
Ward of Savannah took him to 
London as secretary of a com- 
mission to buy supplies for the 
Confederacy. The federal block- 
ade had become so efficient the 
project was abandoned. He re- 
mained in London for a year 
selling cotton acceptances. 


In New York 


In 1865 ‘he arrived in New York 
with a few thousand dollars. He 
and his father, who had come to 
New York after the loss of his 
business during the war, opened 
a small crockery store called L. 
Straus & Son. Later brother 
Nathan joined them. The business 
flourished. In 1874, R. H. Macy 
& Company asked them to make 
their business a department in 
the Macy store. Eleven years 
later they were made partners. 
In 1896 the Macy heirs sold to 
the Straus brothers. 


Isador Straus was a great Dem- 
ocrat and close friend of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. He served as a 
member of the Congress of the 
United States and twice refused 
the Democratic nomination for 
mayor of New York, though elec- 
tion was sure. 


His philanthropy was lavish. 
His wife, Ida Blum, was a wom- 
‘an of sweetness and strength. 
They were, in their old age, on 
the maiden voyage of the Titanic. 
When it struck the iceberg and 
was: sinking Mrs. Straus was 
urged to enter a lifeboat with 
other women. She refused to leave 
her husband. They went down to- 
gether with the ship.

A speech Gov.-elect Vandiver 
made last Monday has touched 
off speculation of across-the- 
board slashes in the budgets of 
all state agencies.

The remarks that set off the 
budget-cut talk were in a speech 
Vandiver delivered at a conven- 
tion of the Georgia Farm Equip- 
ment Assn. 


Speaking of the number of job 
seekers that have deluged his 
office, he remarked: 

*. . . my administration will 
be one of reducing payrolls rath- 
er than adding to them.” 


Later Vandiver added: 


“I admonish those who will 
hold responsible department head 
and agency chief positions in my 
administration to make their 
plans now to stop waste, cut pay- 
rolls and get ready for substan- 
tial cuts in their next budgets.”

Bright Admitted 
Threat, Jury Told

A state witness Wednesday said George Allen 
Bright admitted writing a note telling Rabbi Jacob M. 
Rothschild he was “going to witness one of the most 
terrifying experiences ever in your life.” 


The documents, along with sev- 
eral pieces of anti-Semitic litera- 
ture, were introduced on the third 
day of Bright’s trial. He is one 
of five men accused of bombing

of Oct. 12. The charge carries a ee 


possible death penalty. 


The trial resumes at 9:30 a.m. * 
Thursday morning before Judge | @ 
Durwood T. Pye in Fulton Su- 


perior Court. The state said it 
may finish its case Thursday aft- 
ernoon. 


A majority of the state’s wit- 
nesses during the day dealt with 


an incident at the First Baptist | 


Church in Atlanta on May 28 
when Bright allegedly attempted 
to break up a meeting at which 


Rabbi Rothschild explained Juda- 
ism. 


Richard Carl Johnston of Toc- 
coa, a former neighbor of Bright's, 
testified Bright came to his home 
on one occasion and told him that 
“a bunch of us are going down 
and break up that meeting” (at 


which Rabbi Rothschild was 


speaking). He said Bright asked 
him to come along. 


Johnston said Bright told him, 
“What we ought to do is go down 
there and string one of them up.” 


The witness said Bright told 
him, “They are not only trying 
to put niggers in our schools with 
us but they are trying to put Jews 
in our churches.” 


Prior to Johnston’s testimony, 
Mrs. Jacob M. Rothschild took the 
stand and related that on the 
afternoon after the synagogue was 
damaged, she had received a 
telephone call in which she was 
told “there was dynamite under 
my house and that it was lit and 
that I had five minutes to get out 
and save my life and the life of 
my children.” 


Witnesses telling about Bright's 
appearance at the Baptist church 
included Rabbi Rothschild, the 
Rev. William Arnold Smith, as- 
sistant pastor of the church, and 
church members Charles Gor- 
man, Mrs. Robert Light, Leo G.

A baker’s dozen Georgia peach- 
es left Atlanta for New York 
Wednesday night, en route to a 
dying youth in a London hospital. 


The peaches were found in a 
freezer belonging to Mrs. C. H. 
Woellert of Tifton after a world- 
wide search. Mrs. Woellert put 
them on ice and sent them to At- 
lanta by bus? From Atlanta they 
were flown to catch a jet airliner 
leaving New York at 10 a.m. 
Thursday. 


The British youth has been 
given 48 hours to live by physi- 
cians.

Pan- 
American World Airways heard 
of the plea and began a search. 


Shortly after the international 
search found the peaches in Tif- 
ton, more were found in the south 
of France.

Talmadge

Sen. Talmadge called on Geor- 
gians here Wednesday to fight 
school integration with a private 
school plan and compared the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s “unprecedented 
Little Rock decision” to “the 
mouthings of a Martin Luther 
King on the streets of Harlem— 
entitled to about the same re- 
spect.” 


“IT for one am unwilling to 
capitulate and hand our children 
over to the Supreme Court for 
social experimentation,” he de- 
clared. 


The senator’s extemporaneous 
remarks came at the close of a 
televised address before the Cot- 
ton Producers’ Assn. here. Only 
the day before the same group 
had heard Sen. Richard Russell 
call on the people of Georgia to 
“try out a private school plan 
before surrendering to integra- 
tion.” 


Talmadge departed from a pre- 
pared speech to lash out at inte- 
gration forces and resent Supreme 
Court action. 

“Every court in the history of 
our country had previously up- 
held the private school action of 
the type recently declared un- 
constitutional in Little Rock 
shools,” he said. “In effect the

Johnson said the Atlas inter- 
continental missile, plus a “high 
energy” upper stage rocket now 
under development, would enable 
the United States to launch a five- 
ton payload.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ten men 
were reported rescued Wednesday 
| night after a huge Navy helicopter 
| crashed into the chill waters of 
'the Potomac River near here. 


The District of Columbia harbor 
patrol picked up nine men. The 
tenth was reported rescued by a 
Coast Guard cutter. 


A Defense Department spokes- 
man said those aboard included 
four civilians and four crewmen. 
Identity of the other two was not 
immediately known. 


The craft was en route from its 
home base at the Patuxent, Md..

U.S. Subpoenas Vote Lists 


In 6 Alabama Counties 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (?—A far-reaching inquiry 
into the alleged denial of voting rights to Negroes took 
shape Wednesday with disclosure that six or more Ala- 
bama counties are under investigation. 


The Federal Civil Rights Com- 
mission has subpoenaed their 
voter registration files for its first 
public hearing, which starts Mon- 
day. 


Five of the counties have been 
identified by the officials against 
whom the subpoenaes were direct- 
ed. Federal agents serving the 
papers said at least one more 
county is involved. 


Voting records are known to 
Have been demanded by the com- 
mission in Barbour, Bullock, Dal- 
las, Lowndes and Macon, all rural 
counties with heavy Negro popu- 
lations. 


Agents of the commission have | 
refused to say where the sub-' 


poenaes were served or how many 
there were. But local authorities 
in Barbour, Bullock and Macon 
counties disclosed Tuesday that 
they had been summoned to Mon- 
day’s hearing. Dallas and 
Lowndes were added to the list 
Wednesday. 


Alabama Atty. Gen. John Pat- 
terson has said he will oppose any 
effort to force surrender of the 
goting records. 


The civil rights investigators 
can ask for a federal court order 
to produce the records. But if the 
state lost in district court, it 
could appeal to higher courts and 
perhaps stretch the dispute out for 
months.

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Fiscal Sanity Is 
Desired Objective 


Reports that the Vandiver adminis- 
tration plans across-the-board cuts of 
from 10 to 25 per cent in state spending 
are rough estimates but there is little 
doubt cuts in some amount will have 
to be made if the state lives within its 
present revenue structure, 

Gov.-elect Vandiver himself makes no 
bones about it. The alternative to cuts js 
more taxes. It is possible that pressures 
for spending will grow to such an extent 
these will become inevitable but Van- 
diver might be among the few governors 
in recent history to make good on his 
promises of no additional levies. 

Although disputed by Gov. Griffin, 
the governor-elect, on the basis of avail- 
able figures and advice, says the state 
now is spending at a rate of 342 million 
dollars a year while state income is at 
the rate of 318 million. This is deficit 
spending in the amount of 24 million 
dollars. The budget surplus, also dis- 
puted, is down more than 30 millions 
in a year’s time. 

These figures do not include addi- 
tional funds to be needed next year 
under normal growth commitments and 
forthe highway department. While only 
those at grips with the problem now 
know the true facts, it is quite obvious 
that a serious financial situation is in 
the. making. 

Certainly the people will applaud 
every effort the new administration 
makes to achieve efficiency, 
and responsible fiscal policies. The raft- 
ers will ring if the drones, wastrels and 
officials who have thumbed their noses 
at the people’s interests can be driven 
out. 

The state now can afford to finance 
essential services more adequately than 
ever in its history. But it cannot af- 
ford to underwrite every trick end 
scheme known to politicians to sack the 
treasury. 

While we hope it will not be neces- 
sary to cut the budget by 25 per cent, 
state government must live within its 
income. The law says so. But those well- 
informed about such matters say spend- 
ing automatically could be cut by 10 per 
cerit through institution of good busi- 
ness practices. 

At any rate, it is pleasant to hear 
talk of determined efforts to cut che 
budget rather than to expand it further. 
A little “weeping, wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth” might be good for a 
change if it results in fiscal sanity.

The reprimand given Warden Fred 
Goble in connection with last week’s es- 
cape of Spence Edwards, murderer of a 
GBI agent, was indeed mild under the 
circumstances and in view of conditions 
that have prevailed for so long at the 
place. 


Over a period of time prison inspectors 
have reported such things as bad food at 
the camp, hiring out of prisoners to 
private individuals, filthy conditions, 
gambling, no uniform discipline, etc. 

As recently as Sept. 15, chief prison 
inspector J. L. Griffith urged that the 
camp be closed. :

German Reunification 


Is the Bigger Question 


Khrushchev’s proposals on Berlin ap- 
parently have given the West an oppor- 
tunity to reopen the entire question of 
German reunification, a question which 
Moscow thus far has refused to consider 
except on Russian terms. 

These terms have not been acceptable 
to the United States or the cther allies 
because they call for a neutral Germany 
organized along Soviet lines. Western di- 
plomats now feel that Khrushchev is 
more concerned with rearmament of West 
Germany with nuclear arms than he is 
with the status or Berlin itself. They be- 
lieve this prompted his diplomatic threat 
just prior to the NATO meetings in Paris 
where arms for West Germany will be a 
major topic of discussion. 

The six months in which Khru- 
shchev says an agreement must be 
reached on Berlin or the Russians will 
pull. out provides time for discussing the 
whole German problem. The West can- 
not get out of Berlin except as part of a 
settlement which reunites Germany and 
restores the city as Germany’s capital, 


_ Surely. Khrushchev knows this and that 


fact could set the stage for full-scale ne- 
gotiations.

~~ WASHINGTON—The annual battle over the 


nation’s foreign economic policy has started with 
, the administration more divided than ever on how 
to deal with the Communist world’s economic offensive. When ex- 


perts from seven federal agencies finished testifying this week be- 
fore a Ways and Means Subcommittee on the challenge of Commu- 
nist trade policy, Chairman Hale Boggs of Louisiana remarked: 
“They all recognize the danger but have no policy equal to it.” 


In the last few days, several 
isolated incidents have illustrated 
the nature of the danger they 


‘were discussing: 


1. Last week it was disclosed 
that the Soviet government had 
concluded an agreement to sell 
$13,500,000 worth of benzene to 
the Dow Chemical Company, at a 
price equivalent to 24 to 25 cents 
a gallon. The current price in the 
United States is 31 cents a gallon. 


2. Coincidentally, Augusto Fred- 
erico Schmidt, head of the Bra- 
zilian “delegation to an _ Inter- 
American Economic Conference 
in Washington,’ announced his 
country was increasing its exports 
to the Communist nations. 

3. Prime Minister Nikita S. 
Khrushchey of the Soviet Union, 
in his latest maneuver to influence 
the political future of Berlin and 
Germany, held out once more the 
promise of a vast market for Ger- 
man products in the whole of the 
Communist world, 

A high official of the U.S. gov- 
ernment, discussing the problem 
of meeting the Communist offen- 
sive, has commented: 

“They control all of their for- 
eign trade. They can use it as a 


Chairman Bogg’s Ways and 
Means Subcommittee have dem- 
onstrated is that the administra- 
tion was just as divided on less 
radigal policies than the creation 
of a monopoly for the sale of U.S. 
products overseas. 


Henry Kearns, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce, predicted that 
the administration would ask the 
next Congress to approve tax con- 
cessions to encourage increased 
U.S. private investment abroad.

for tax concessions. 


The State Department and the 
International Cooperation Admin- 
istration, concerned with the dan- 
gers of Communist economic sub- 
version, are prepared for a radi- 
cal revision of U.S. foreign eco- 
nomic policy to meet what they 
regard as a radical attempt by 
the Communist nations to upset 
the whole pattern of foreign trade. 
The Treasury Department, how- 
ever, faced with a 12-billion-dollar 
deficit in the current fiscal year, 
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have a radio with a short-wave 
band and I have practically giv- 
en up watching TV in order to 
listen in on the two-way conver- 
sations between these “ham” 
operators.

Thus far I have caught short- 
wave stations from Australia, 
Italy, Germany, Spain, Canada 
and England.

WASHINGTON—The sputtering, postelection 
Dulles-must-go crusade among a few of the 
new Democratic senators is not going to get 
anywhere. For the record—and this can be put 


down with some 


assurance that it reflects the facts—it. can be reliably reported: 


That Mr. Dulles wants to re- 
main as secretary of state. 

That Mr. Eisenhower wants 
him to remain. 


Mr. Dulles is here to stay and 
short of serious ill health, which 
he resists with the greatest of 
ease, he is here to stay for the 
remainder of the Eisenhower sec- 
ond term. 

The secretary of state is a fair 
target when something goes 
wrong in foreign policy and in 
the kind of world we live in to- 
day things are bound to go wrong 
every once in a while. 

Recently Democratic Sen. Jo- 
seph S. Clark of Pennsylvania 
called for Mr. Dulles’ resignation 
in part on the ground that Dulles- 
Eisenhower policy had been re- 
pudiated by the outcome of the 
congressional election.

Wife Slain

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)—A big- 
time Las Vegas gambler-hotel 
owner and his wife were found 
murdered Wednesday, their 
throats slashed with a carving 
knife. 


The body of Gus Greenbaum, 64, 
once known as the kingpin of book- 
makers in Phoenix, was discov- 
ered sprawled across a bed in the 
rambling ranch home. In a near- 
by den, her hands tied behind her 
and her head almost severed, lay 
his wife, Bess, 50. 


Detective Capt. Orme Moore- 
head said the bodies were found 
by a maid and that the murders 
apparently occurred early Tues- 
day night. Nothing had been stolen 
from the house and no motive was 
immediately known, police said. 
CARVING KNIFE 

The blood-stained carving knife 
was found at Mrs. Greenbaum’s 
feet. A sheet of plastic, blood-spat- 
tered, lay nearby. Police believe 
it was used to keep fingerprints 
off the knife handle. 


Greenbaum, once owner of the 
famed Flamingo Hotel, lived here 
and commuted regularly to Las 
Vegas. Police cracked down on 
his bookmaking racket here in 
1948 and soon after he acquired 
the Flamingo. 


Greenbaum was president and a 
major owner of the 11-story Rivi- 
era Hotel in Los Vegas. He also 
had interests in the Nevada city’s 
El A rings Hotel and Las Vegas 
Club. 


BUGSY SIEGEL 


He sold the Flamingo in 1954 for 
a reported nine million dollars. He 
had been described as an associ- 
ate of Bugsy Siegel, West Coast 
underworld leader who built the 
Flamingo. Siegel was mowed 
down by gangland bullets in 1947. 


Greenbaum and his wife had 
maintained a home in Phoenix for 
25 years. He came here Monday 
and was expected back in Las 
Vegas next week. 


Greenbaum’s sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Charles Greenbaum, died in her 
Phoenix home less than four years 
ago of what a coroner’s jury ruled 
to be murder by suffocation. The 
case has not been solved.

James Fulton Foster of Greer | 
had been sentenced for that | 
crime. But Rothschild confessed | 
last July 4 after police had taken 
statements from others implicat- 
ing him. 


Rothschild has been refused a 
South Carolina pardon so that he 
could begin immediately his life 
sentence in Georgia. He would 
be eligible for parole in Georgia 
in 15 years. 


DIED DURING STICKUP 

Deputy Sheriff Doward Gentry 
of Marshall, N.C., said that 
Rothschild is wanted for a store 
robbery which occurred in the 
community of Shutin, N.C., “four 
or five years ago.”

It was not known here what 
evidence led Madison County 
Sheriff E. Y. Ponder to seek 
Rothschild in connection with the 
crime. 


Rothschild marked his 34th 
birthday behind bars here Tues- 
day.

Henry, Big Farm Center, 
Named for Patriot-Orator 


Henry County, in north central Georgia, was created from 
Creek Indian lands in 1821, ranking 50th in order of creation. It 
was named for Patrick Henry, Virginia patriot who cried, ‘‘Give 
re liberty or give me death.’’ McDonough, the county seat, was 
named for Naval Capt. James McDonough, who beat the British 
on Lake Champlain during the War of 1812. 


McDonough developed from an Indian trading post. During the 
Civil War, a wing of Northern Gen. Sherman’s march to the sea 
passed through McDonough where much property and court records 

were destroyed. 


Henry County now covers 331 square miles, 
ranking 85th, with Jeff Davis County, in size. 
Originally, it included parts of what are now 
Butts, Clayton, DeKalb, Fulton, Newton, Rockdale 
and Spalding counties. 


Henry County has 16,600 residents (1957 esti- 

mate), ranking 60th in population (1950. census). 

McDonough had 1,635 residents in the 1950 census. 

Other towns in the county are Stockbridge, Locust 

Grove and Hampton. Highways running through 

the county are U.S. 19, 23 and 41, and Ga. 3, 81, 155, 42, 20, 212 
and 138. 


There were 1,507 farms, averaging 105 acres, in the county in 
1954, About 40 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 
30 per cent in harvested cropland. Cotton and corn were the leading 
crops. Henry ranked third in the state in 1954 in growing pimentos.

Radio I. Heavy equipment was 
now breaking loose and crashing 
from the bulkheads. One man 
screamed horribly. He was 
crushed to death. Nearly every- 
bedy in Radio I got out alive. 


It was different in Radio II. As 
Sturtevant left, Woods began send- 
ing on 500 kilocycles, the interna- 
tional distress frequency. Herbert 
J. Miner, radio technician second 
class, of Northbrook, Ill., peered 
over Woods’ shoulder and watched 
the antenna meter fluctuate. It 
proved there was power in the 
antenna. 


No one knew how many times 
the signal went out, but Miner 
told buddies later, as they waited 
for rescue, that it was at least 
three times. Woods stuck to his 
key until the ship was leaning far | 
over, then told his men, “‘Get out’ 
of here fast as you can.”

HUGE HOLE 


When, thirty-three hours earlier, 
the Indianapolis departed Guam, 
she carried eighty-two officers 
(including a passenger, Captain 
Edwin M. Crouch) and 1,114 en- 
listed men. At midnight Sunday 
perhaps sixty-five of the officers 
were in “officers’ country” in 
the forward part ofthe ship.

Any feeling that the ship would 
not sink gave way as strange 
creakings, bangings, bubblings, 
and cracking sounds rose from 
below and the ship began to slew 
around, obviously out of control.

There was still 
no order from the bridge. 


Some were reluctant to go be- 
cause’ they feared the dark, oily | 
void awaiting them more than 
the ship breaking up beneath | 
them.

BUYING CRANBERRIES 


In buying cranberries remem- 
ber to select plump and dry ones 
to insure freshness; firm fruit 
with high luster is needed to in- 
sure ripeness. Avoid berries 
that are soft and shriveled, and 
have a dull appearance. 


The fruit will keep well in the 
refrigerator for several days. 
They also freeze well. If you 
buy a large supply it’s a good 
idea to freeze them, if they are 
to be kept longer than a week. 


Cranberries may be frozen 
just as you buy them; but, it’s 
better to sort, wash and remove 
bad ones. . Most plastic bags in 
which you buy cranberries are 
vented for circulation of air; so, 
even if you store them in their 
original containers, they should 
be over-wrapped with moisture- 
vapor proof material.

Swift Glover, now 6-0 tall and 193 heavy, is the state C 100-yard 
dash champ, a 10.3 runner. A year ago he rushed for 1,600 yards 
and 126 points. This season he dashed for 1,713 yards and 145 
points for a weaker team. His total offense record for 1958 is 
2,039 yards for the 194 times he had his hands on the football.
